“Yes, I was one of the lucky rescued 
party,” sald H. Yeaden last night,

the trouble fs, I will have to «0 
through it again, and the second time it 
gets you.’ 

Survivor Tells Story. 

“T was working in north 15 at the 
time of the explosion, and that loca- 
tion is about one-quarter of a mile | 
from the mouth of the mine. I can 
remember hearing the explosion and 
that is about all I know with the ex- 
ception of dropping down to the floor 
of the drift. Why TI did that fs more 
than T can tell, for IT had not time to 
think; suppose {{ was Just common tIn- 
ktinct which made me do it. However, 
{t is possible to tell to what I owe my 
life tonight. The next thing I knew 
after that was when I was told that 
the physicians had been using a pul- 
motor on me for 45 minutes’ time, and 
fesred that I would never come to, 
bot Tam here to tell the tale. 

“You know it must be an easy death 
to be suffocated with gas, for I felt no 
pain and would-never have known the 
difference had 1 never been brought to. 
Iam glad to know that the poor fel- 
lows down there now suffered no pain 
After belne brought to I began to suf- 
fer, however, and even now I feel the 
effect of the gas, while the skin on my 
face {s all burned up.” 

Immediately after his restoration, 
Mr. Yeaden was among the group of 
rescuers, and up to 2 am. was busily 
engaged in laying out the bodies as 
they came to the surface.

ghastly task. 

Many of the bodies were almost un- 
recognizable. Arms were torn out, and 
one man's head was completely blown 
otf, while nearly every body was char- 
red to a crisp. 

Malcolm Linkon, one of the men who 
managed to escape, stated that the In- 
terior of the mine was t!n a terrible 
state. Bedies were piled In heaps, 
along with pleces of twisted tracks, 
ears, horses and mine timbers, many 
of which were torn from their places. 
Some !dea of the colossal force of the 
explosion can be gained when it is 
renlized that one man who was work- 
ine over 500 feet away, was blown 
apainst the side of the room, and his 
safety lamp snapped In two. Not a 
man, who did not escape within five 
minutes of the explosion, has lived, and 
the engineer at the holet house, outside 
the mins, and several hundred feet 
away from the scene of the explosion,

ONE MAN MAY DIE 


George Gaish Now in Police 
Cells and May Be Charged 
With Murder, 


FIGHT TOOK PLACE ON 
THIRD STREET GROUNDS 


Stanley Smith, Second Street 
is Victim and Little Hope 
for Recovery, 


As the result of a fight Jast night 


which took place on the grounds at 


Third street and McKenzie avenue, 
where a traveling show Is located, 
Stanley Smith, of 1247 Second street 
now lies In the Royal Alexandra hos- 


pital suffering from five or six knife 
stabs, and George Gaish is Imprisoned 
at the police cells charged with the 
crime, which may develop into one of 
murder, !f Smith does not rapidly re- 
cover from his present weak state. 
Smith, the victim of the assault is in 
a very bad state, suffering greatly from 
shock and loss of blood and little hope 
is held out for his recovery. 

When the assault took place, Smith 
fell to the ground and it 1s alleged 
that Gaish started to run away but was 
afterwards arrested by Hotel Polleeman 
Julien, and told a story that Smith had 
come up to him and asked him what 
he was. do|ng and told him to get 
away from there, and had pushed him, 
He claims that Smith had continued 
the attack and had thrown him down, 
when In self defence he drew the knife 
and stabbed him, Of the five or six 
wounds, one about two Inches long was 
dangerously near the heart. Another 
is underneath the left arm and there 
are two wounds over the kidneys, 
while his ears are also cut. 

The other story as told by eye- 
witnesses, is that Galsh had cut a hole 
in one of the tents to see what was go- 
ing on and Smith had asked him to go 
away, and Gaish had picked up a stick 
and hit Smith over the back. A fight 
followed and the knife used Hotel 
Policeman Julien handed Gaish over to 
Detective Shaw, Fryant and Gillam of

OVER $100,000,000 
“DOCTORED” PEARLS 
ON PARIS MARKET 


Faris, June 20.—-A commotion was 
caused among the pearl merchants in 
Paris today over a black pearl, the 
ortginal comemrcial value of which 
was £320.

“Doctored 
pearls,” he exclaimed, “why, on the 
Paris market there are more than 
£ 20,000,000 worth of doctored pearls,” 


NITRO-GLYCERINE 
BOMB PLACED NEAR 
POLICE QUARTERS 


Montreal, June  20.—An 
machine containing enough 
glycerine to demolish all the houses 
within a block of its location, was 
found late last night, beneath a win- 
dow on the 79th precinct police station, 
at the corner of St. Hubert street and 
Thirty-second avenue.

St. Louis, Mo, June 20.—The_ river 


steamer Majestic, the largest excursion 


boat on the Mississippi river, struck 


the cribbing of a water works tower 
near here today and sank In ten miin- 
lites 

Of the 33 persons om board at the 
time of the accident, three had mot been 
accounted for five hours after the ac- 
cident. Allon board were members of 
the crew or members of-the boat's 
band. The collision occurred at 1.35 
o'clock this morning. The large steam- 
eran hour before had discharged 900 
excursionists at Alton, Illinois, and was 
headed down stream for St. Louis, 2 
miles below, 

The boat siruck squarely against the 
cribbing of the new intake tower of 
the St, Louls water works, from which 
a red light was burning and sank to 
the boctom of the river. The water did 
not cover the vessel, however, the up- 
per deck remaining above the surface, 
and to this the persons on board climb- 
ed after the crash. 

The accident occurred 
uf Rocka, a ratural formation 
that starts from the Missouri side at 
the extreme north Hmits of St. Louis 
or 1) miles above the heart of the city, 
and runs 2,000 feet into the stream, of- 
fering a barrier to navigation around 
which steamers must pass. The, city 
intake tower is at the end of this rock 
barrier, and the water {ts pumped 
through a tunnel in the rock to the set- 
thing back to shore, The boat was

Illinois It carried six life boats and 
on these 19 of the crew and others on

Water works employees saw the ves- 
sel come into view as it turned a bend 
just above the Chain of Rocks. A 
moment iater they heard a crash and 
the lights of the vessel disappeared, 
The steamboat had gone down, bow 
foremost. Lacking boats, the water-

| those on board, and telephoned to polics 
} headquarters here and to the barbor 
[master for assistance, 

Automobiles loaded with police were 
rushed up the river on both the Mis- 
souri and Illinois side, Row boats*and 
power launches also Were summoned 
to aid. 

There was a momentary panic on 
board as the vessel struck the cribbing, 
and the sleeping crew and band 
tumbled from their berths and rushed 
to the upper decks. The main deck 
eaught fire, but the flames were put 
out as the vessel ilsted. The vessel 
then righted herself and sank to the 
bottom, only the upper deck and the 
smokestacks remaining visible ap the 
crew put away in boats, Those who 
escaped to the Missourl shore built a 
bonfire, around which they warmed 
themselves. 

Men put from shore in a row 
boat and when they reached the Ma- 
jestic they found the vessel had settled 
bow foremost and that much of the 

lstern was out of the water. 

Thirty three persons were on board 
the excursion steamboat Majestic 
when it sank in the Mississipp! river 
mear here early today, and of these 
three are unaccounted for. The others 
either swam ashore, were taken off In 
| lifeboats, of which the steamer carried 
| six, or found safety on the upper deck 
which remained about water.

WOMAN MARRIED HER

CANADIAN RAILROADS 
AND LABOR MARKET 


The employ ment of railroad con- 
struction laborers was greater in Ap- 
ril with the advent of spring weather, 
and several large gangs were working 
on the varius projects in course of 
construction. Construction on the Port 
Arthur divisron of the Canadian North- 
ern Railway gave employment to up- 
wards of 200 laborers. The gangs work- 
Ing on the Kettle Valley Railway were 
augmented during April, and there are 
nearly 2,000 men employed on that 
line at the present time. It is esti- 
mated that 700 miles of railway will be 
constructed in Alberta during the pre- 
sent year; this includes the Peace 
River branch of the Canadian North- 
ern Railway, the Edmonton, Dunvesan 
and British Columbia Rathway, Alber- 
ta and Great Waterways Railway, the 
Calgary and Pincher Creek line of the 
Canadian Northern Rallway.
